SALARIES    AND   FEES    COMMITTEES. 

On  Feb.  28th,  of  this  year  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Branch  was  held  of  rather  more  than  usual 
interest.  Several  of  the  younger  members  were 
invited  to  prepare  short  papers  on  the  subject 
"What  the  Institute  Can  do"  bringing  forward 
any  suggestions  they  might  nave  to  offer  as  to 
how  the  Institute  may  be  of  greater  help  to  the 
individual  mcml)ers.  Four  very  interesting 
papers  were  presented,  embracing  a  number  of 
valuable  suggestions  whereby  the  usefulness  of 
the  Institute  might  be  enhanced.  The  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  papers,  however,  was  with 
reference  to  the  prevailing  unsatisfactory  econ- 
omic condition  of  the  engineering  profession  and 
suggestions  for  its  improvement.  It  was  em- 
phatically stated  that  present  economic  conditions 
v.'ere  causing  considerable  unrest  among  the 
mcml:ers  of  the  profession  and  that  the  Institute 
could  materially  assist  in  bringing  about  an  im- 
provement. 

Accordingly  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Branch  v;as  empov.ercd  to  appoint  two  commit- 
tees, one  for  engineers  whose  remuneration  is  in 
the  form  of  salaries  and  one  for  engineers  whose 
remuneration  is  in  the  form  of  fees.  These  two 
committees  w^ere  to  study  the  question  and  pre- 
pare schedules  of  minimum  salaries  and  fees 
for  engineering  services.  The  salaries  committee 
held  its  first  meeting  on  March  18th.  In  all, 
fourteen  meetings  were  held,  the  average  attend- 
ance for  all  meetings  being  eight  members.  The 
committee  prepared  schedules  of  minimum 
salaries  of  engineers  employed  in  various  organ- 
izations and  the  final  report  was  presented  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Branch  held  on  Oct. 
16th,  1019. 

The  fees  commi-ttce  has  not  yet  presented  its 
report. 


LOCAL  COMA'IITTEE  OX  LEGISLATION. 

This  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and 
suggest  amendments  to  the  draft  Bill  concerning 
legislation  for  engineers  as  drawn  up  by  the 
Special  Legislation  Committee  which  met  at 
Montreal  on  April  5th  last.

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BY-LAWS 

TORONTO  BRANXH 

OF  THE 

ENGINEERING   INSTITUTE  OF  CANADA. 

Approved   by    Council   April   22nd,    1919. 
Adopted  by  Toronto  Branch,  Oct.  30th,  1919. 

OBJECT. 

Section  1. — The  Branch  shall  promote  the  ob- 
jects and  interests  of  the  Institute  and  shall  en- 
courage the  preparation  of  papers  and  addresses 
on  engineering  subjects,  or  on  subjects  of  scien- 
tific or  engineering  interest,  both  for  presentation 
at  meetings  of  the  Branch  and  for  publication 
by  the  Institute. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Skction  2. —  (a)  The  membership  of  the  Branch 
shall  consist  of  the  Members  of  the  Institute  of 
all  classes  who  reside  within  a  distance  of  twenty- 
five  miles  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Branch, 
and  of  those  residing  at  a  greater  distance  who, 
desiring  to  join  the  Branch,  so  notify  the  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, who  in  turn  shall  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  Institute. 

The  Branch  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  admit  persons,  not  members  of 
the  Institute,  v/ho  shall  be  termed  "Affiliates  of 
the  Branch." 

(b)  Any  person  interested  in  the  engineering 
profession  may  become  an  "Affiliate  of  the 
Branch."  Atfiliates  shall  be  elected  by  vote  of 
the  Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  by 
two  corporate  members  of  the  Branch.  The  fee 
shall  be  ten  (10)  dollars  per  year,  which  shall 
include  the  annual  suliscription  of  Two  Dollars 
for  the  Journal  of  the  Institute. 

Affiliates  may  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Branch,  l)ut  shall  not  discuss  or  vote  upon  any 
matter  affecting  .the  administration  of  the 
Branch. 
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MANAGEMENT. 

Sfxtion  3. — The  Branch  shall  be  managed  by 
an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  a  Chair- 
man, a  Vice-Chairman  and  a  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  six  committee  men,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  by  letter  ballot  of  the  Corporate  and 
Junior  members  of  the  Branch.  An  assistant 
Secretarj'-Treasurer  ma}-  be  similarly  elected  at 
the  option  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
immediate  Past  Chairm.an  of  the  Branch  and  the 
members  of  the  Coimcil  of  the  Institute  resident 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Branch,  shall  be 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
All  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  corporate  members  of  the  Institute.  Four 
members    shall   constitute    a   quorum. 

No  Corporate  Member  shall  be  eligible  as 
Chairman  of  the  Branch  who  has  not  previously 
served  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  a  Branch  or  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute 
for  at  least  one  year. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  have  the  right 
to  vote  and  the  Chairman  shall  have  the  right 
also  to  a  casting  vote. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE. 

Section  4. — The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year.  Other  elected  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  three 
being  elected  each  year.  Elections  shall  be  held 
each  year  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  April 
and  members  so  elected  shall  take  office  on  the 
first  of  May  following. 

NOMINATIONS  FOR  EXECUTIVE  COM- 
MITTEE. 

Section  5. — On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
February  in  each  year,  the  Corporate  and  Junior 
members  of  the  Branch  shall  be  called  upon  by 
the    Secretary-Treasurer    to    nominate   by    letter, 
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candidates  for  the  offices  of  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairman,  Secretary-Treasurer  and  three  Com- 
mittee men.  Each  nomination  shall  be  signed  by 
at  least  three  Corporate  or  Junior  members  of 
the  Branch,  and  shall  reach  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March. 

A  Nominating  Committee  consisting  of  five 
Corporate  and  Junior  members  representative  of 
the  activities  of  the  Branch  and  outside  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  receive  from  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  the  nominations.  If  there 
are  not  at  least  two  nominations  for  each  of  the 
offices  of  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer and  six  nominations  of  Commit- 
tee men,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  forth- 
with complete  the  list  and  obtain  the  consent  of 
all  nominees  to  their  nomination  for  the  respec- 
tive offices,  and  deliver  to  the  Secretary-Treas- 
user  the  list  on  or  1)efore  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March. 

In  case  the  Nominating  Committee  should  fail 
to  complete  the  list  in  time,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  undertake  the  work. 

LETTER  BALLOT  FOR  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE. 

Section  6. — The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
mail  to  each  Corporate  and  Junior  member  of 
the  Branch,  before  the  end  of  March,  a  letter 
ballot  stating  the  name  and  class  of  membership 
of  each  nominee.  Instructions  for  voting  shall  be 
printed  on  the  ballot,  which  shall  be  returned  to 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  b}-  a  date  fixed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  but  not  earlier  than  two 
weeks  from  the  date  of  issue.  All  ballots  shall 
be  enclosed  within  two  sealed  envelopes.  The 
outer  envelope  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the 
voter,  liut  the  inner  envelope  containing  the  bal- 
lot  shall   have  no   identification   mark  upon   it. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  act  as 
scrutineers  for  the  counting  of  ballots.  All  bal- 
lots which  do  not  .comply  with  the  printed  in- 
structions shall  be  rejected. 
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The  scrutineers  shall  report  the  result  of  the 
ballot  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  the  nominee 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any 
office  shall  be  declared  elected  to  that  office. 
Should  a  tie  result  between  two  or  more 
nominees  for  the  same  office,  the  Corporate  and 
Junior  members  present  shall  elect  by  ballot,  the 
officer  from  those  nominees.  In  case  a  tie  again 
results,  the  Chairman  of  the  Meeting  shall  give 
a  casting  vote. 

The  Chairman  shall  announce  the  names  of  the 
Officers  duly  elected. 

Shotild  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
be  elected  as  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  or  as 
Secretarj'-Treasurer  before  his  .term  of  office  as 
committee  man  is  completed,  the  vacancy  so 
created  shall  be  filled  1n-  the  candidate  receiving 
the  fourth  highest  number  of  votes,  and  he  shall 
serve  until  the  normal  date  of  retirement  of  the 
said  member. 

SECTIONS  OF  BRANCHES. 

Section  7. — At  the  request  of  ten  Corporate 
and  Junior  members  of  the  Branch,  made  in 
writing  to  the  SecretarA-Treasurer  and  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  sections  of  the 
Branch  shall  be  established,  corresponding  to  any 
of  the  generally  recognized  branches  of  the  en- 
gineering profession,  such  as  chemical,  civil, 
electrical,  mechanical,  mining,  industrial,   etc. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Branch  shall  be  ex-officio 
the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  sections  and  each 
section  shall  have  as  executive  officer,  a  Vice- 
Chairman,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Com.mittee  at  its  first  meeting  after  the 
Annaal  Meeting  of  the  Branch,  or  on  the  author- 
ization of  any  section  of  the  Branch.  He  shall 
hold  office  until  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  fol- 
lowing tne  date  of  his  election. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BRANCH. 

Si'XTion'  8. — Ordinary  meetings  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  and   third  Thursdays   from   October 
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to  April  inclusive,  or  on  such  other  days  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  determine. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer on  resolution  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  on  the  written  request  of  seven 
Corporate  and  Junior  members,  stating  the  ob- 
jects of  the  meeting.  The  notice,  stating  the 
objects  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  mailed  at  least 
five  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting. 

The  Chairman  may  call  a  special  meeting 
without  such  formalities  for  any  purpose  other 
than  the  transaction  of  business. 

Ten  Corporate  and  Junior  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

Skction  9. — The  Annual  meeting  shall  be  held 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  Branch  on  or  betore 
the  third  Thursday  in  April,  or  on  such  other 
date  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  determine. 
Notice  of  the  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
member  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of 
the  meeting.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Branch. 
The  order  of  business  of  the  meeting  shall  be 
as  follows  : — 

(a)  Reading  of  the  notice  calling  the  meeting. 

(b)  Reading    of    minutes    of    previous    Annual 

Meeting. 

(c)  Chairman's  address. 

(d)  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report  and  discussion 

thereof. 

(e)  Sul)-Committee  reports  and  discussion  there- 

of. 

(f)  Communications,    new    business,    notices    of 

motion  and  discussion  thereof. 

(g)  Installation  of  new  officers. 

Ten  Corporate  and  Junior  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  INSTITUTE. 
Skction   10. — The.  Branch   shall  submit  an   an- 
nual report  of  its  proceedings  and  of  its  finances 
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to  the  becretai-}'  of  the  Institute  who  shall  pre- 
sent it  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Institute.  The  report  shall  cover  the  operations 
of  the  calendar  ^ear  and  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Executive  Committee  and  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Branch.  \ 

ALTERATIONS  OF  BY-LAWS. 

Section  11. — B3'-Laws  shall  be  adopted,  amend- 
ed or  repealed  by  letter  ballot  only.  Such  alter- 
ations may  be  suggested  either  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  in  writing  b}'  any  ten  Corporate 
and  Junior  mem.bers,  and  shall  be  made  normally 
immediately  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  Such 
proposals  shall  reach  the  Secretary-Treasurer  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  March,  and  a  ballot 
shall  be  issued  with  the  ballot  for  the  election 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  re- 
turnable at  the  same  date  as  that  ballot.  Instruc- 
tions for  voting  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot, 
and  an  affirm.ative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all 
valid  ballots  shall  be  necessary  for  alterations 
of  by-laws.  The  votes  shall  be  coimted  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  appointed  in  connection 
with  the  election  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Proposals  for  alterations  of  By-laws  as  pre- 
scribed above  may  also  be  made  by  notice  of 
motion  at  any  ordinary  meeting.  The  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  then  notify  all  Corporate  and 
Junior  members  that  stich  proposals  will  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  next  ordinary  meeting,  after  which 
a  letter  ballot  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  as  prescribed  above.  The  ballot  shall 
be  returnable  within  one  month  of  the  date  of 
the  latter  meeting,  but  not  earlier  than  two  weeks 
trom  the  date  of  issue  of  the  ballot.  The  ballot 
shall  be  counted  by  scrutineers  appointed  at  the 
said  meeting,  and  the  result  of  the  voting  shall 
be  announced  at  the  first  ordinary  meeting  fol- 
lowing the  closing  of  the  ballot.
